Victoria Directed Her Funeral. 


•London, Jan. 30.—"Queen Victoria's 


erpliclt directions as to her funeral 
were written in 1862," says Truth, 
"and have not been altered in any ma- 
terial respect. It was her wish that 
the ceremony should copy that of 
Prince Albert's burial so far as possi- 
ble. 
The queen will be the first Eng- 


lish sovereign who will not be burled 
at night and tiy torchlight." The war 
office has invited colonial officers and 
soldiers in England to take part in the 
funeral procession.

"SVashiugton iu oiBcial aad diplomatic 
Circles iu the- Peking cable from a staff 
corrospo'iifltiiit of the Now York Sun, 
published the fttticr day, showing how 
sick the empress dowager is of her bar- 
gain with the powers made by the im- 
perial peace cuvoys, and bow Chang 
Chih Tung, oue oi' the advisory peace 
commissioners and viceroy of the Wuii- 
chuiig province, Uas influenced her iu 
this reeling, writes the Washington 
carrespoudeiit oi the paper mentioned 
above. From this it appears that after 
three peace envoys, having plenipo- 
tentiary p°vr«'. had signed the terms 
proposed by the ministers Cbanjr sent 
several memorials; to the throne ad- 
vising the -empress dowager not to 
agree to these terras. It was too late, 
but apparently it had an effect on the 
empress dowager similar to the dis- 
satisfied feeling Chung created once be- 
fore iu court after the Japanese wir.

He has V'-evn —iting essays lately on 
the disturbances in China the past 
summer and posing as the friend of tho 
empress dowager. lie hates foreign- 
ers, bin he had tho foresight to be 
friendly <vith a certain sect of mission- 
aries in his province, and. having gain- 
ed the oar of these people, he bus, 
throne;!) then;, been announced to the 
world as a philanthropic, progressive 
statesman whose opinions are worthy 
of great credence. 


He Is. however, a wily character, ac- 


cording to the best authority in Wasli- 
iticton, and has taken the opportunity 
when Cliiiiu is in a plight to proclaim, 
Tbrouph bis writings and in his exhor- 
tations to the peace envoys, how strong 
his patriotism is and how steadfast a 
friend lie is to the empress dowager. 
One of the foremost statesmen of Chi- 
rm said of Chang n few years ago that 
he would make an "excellent chancel- 
lor of a university or an examiner, but 
that be was no statesman."' iTc is n 
bookworm and a scholar, according to 
Hie standard of his country. Ho pre- 
tends to Iniow pot only everything 
about lils.owu country, but also about 
the whole civilized world, though lie 
has never been out of China. 
He is 


very opinionated and stubborn in bis 
beliefs, 


Chans is just the man to protest for 


effect, it is sniil. after terms witli the 
powers had been slsued. in order to 
gain favor among ins people and in 
history for having opposed the terms 
of settlement forced upon China by the 
powers. 


It was n humorous incident of the 


past summer known to the diplomatic 
corps tluu Chang kept up an almost 
continuous cable communication witli 
Minister \\'u Ting Fang, greatly to the 
latter's expense and disgust 
When 


Chang wants to know anything or to 
do anything, he does not figure the cost, 
provided it falls upon some one else. 
Chang cabled ionp messages of hun- 
dreds of words, seal "collect." asked for 
information on the most insignificant 
details of the progress of negotiations 
being carried on by Minister Wu with 
Ihe state department. 
Minister Wu, 


while he need not have accepted these 
messages, thus having to pay for the IB, 
did so out of respect for Chang's posi- 
tion and answered them as shortly aa 
possible. In many cases he answered 
because be considered it cheaper to do 
30 tbaa to receive and pay for tho 
numerous messages which he was 
certain would follow If he did not re- 
ply. Chang's messages cost Wu thour 
sands of dollars in telegraph tolls. 


This Is one of 
the examples of 


Chang's prodigality. 
He is always 


spending a great deal of money that 
belongs to some one ciso foolishly, to 
accomplish some small object of bis 
own. 
It fs said he lias spent millions 


of dollars out of the public treasury on 
Hnukow mining properties without 
Improving thorn or getting .any appre- 
ciable return for the money.'or having 
an'object in view of any practical na- 
ture.

There was a striking.contrast in the 


interest displayed by oil men relative 
to the Texas gusher near Beaumont, 
in the southeastern part of the state, 
last week, as compared with the one 
preceding, when the entire trade was 
in a ferment of wildest excitement, 
and dire foreboadiags were heard on 
every hand as to the effect the new 
and mighty discovery would have- on 
the trade in the east. The reports as 
to the magnitude of the well were 
greatly at variance, ranging from 
8,000 to 25,000 barrels a day. " If one 
were disposed to be conservative and 
stop midvray between the maxim uai 
and minimum estimates the produc- 
tion would still be high enough to 
ruake the situation alarming with the 
quality of tiwj oil as a marketable pro- 
duct. On the latter subject thwe is 
some doabt. It seems to be the con- 
census of opinion, as expressed by 
those who have visited fee well and 
examined the oil, that it is nothing 
more than a fuel prod«ct, bnt these 
opinions are based on the specific 
gravity of the fluid and its general ap- 
pearance. So far as it has been learn- 
ed that the oil has been treated lo. a 
nisnner that wouW remote all do«bt 
as to its containing any of the illumi- 
nating properties that -^ould make it a 
eosnpetitor with Corsicaaa, Kansas or 
the eastern fields. 


A single test and a failure to deter- 


mine any illuminating properties will 
not necessarily settle the 'question. 
Such was the ease in the early ex- 
periments with Lima oil. It took 
time, pattence and the expenditure of 
a large amount of capital to bring 
about the desired results, and the 
obstacles may be overcome in dealing 
with the oil in southeastern Texas. 


Some of th« eastern operators who 


have visited the new strike advance 
the argument that the of! has no mar- 
ket value, and one stated that it woeld 
tafce two or three years to introduce it 
for fuel. In other words, a market 
would'have to be mafle for it. Grant- 
ing tbe'.pessirnist his .view of the situ- 
ation, let the oil man demonstrate to 
the satisfaction of the consumers of 
an inferior quality that he can give 
them all the oil they wili need for fuel 
aad tie consumption -will be enorm- 
ous, sit will be the -coal miner who 
will, under the new conditi»ns, be

Some of the oil men who have been 
asked to help provide the way to fight 
the measure when it comes up have 
declined, bat say they will not be slow- 
to respond when it comes to taking 
the bill, if it becomes a. law, to the 
highest tribunal of the land and test- 
ing it on constitutional grounds."— 
Derrick. 


It :>!;rikes us that the oil men. who 


decline to act until after a law of this 
kiad has been passed are taking big 
chances.

After recit- 
ing the purpose for which the com- 
pany was incorporated, namely, to 
operate a railroad between certain 
points, tha-petition continues-. 


"Tha relator further avers that, in 


riolation of law and in abuse of its. 
corporate powers, and in the exercise 
of privileges, rights and 
franchises 


not conferred upon it-by law, the de-'i 
fendant, from and'after th« 1st day of 
October, 1890, has been engaged and 
still is engaged in transacting the 
business of life and accident insur- 
ance, whereby it insures its employes 
against sickness, accident and death, 
ia consideration of the payment, to- 
wit, by the insured of 
stipulated 


monthly sums, and an agreement on 
the part of sueh insured that ia case 
of accident or death neither the in- 
sured cor his- legal representatives 
shall be entitled to ask, demand or re- 
:eive, by suit- or 
otherwise, any 


compensation 
whatever 
on 
ac- 


count 
of such injury 
or 
death 


resulting from, 
the negligence of 


the defendant, or the Pennsylvania 
Railway Csrapany, or their servants 
and agents. 


'"Relator further says that the pro- 


fits, if any, growing out of said busi- 
ness of insurance belong to said de- 
fendant, and the losses, if any, inci- 
dent thereto, ars borne by it. 


"Wherefore tha relator prays that 


the defendant be ousted from further 
continuing said business of transact- 
ing insurance by means of ifes said re- 
lief department; or; is any other man- 
ner whatever, and asks snob other re- 
lief as the nature of the case may re- 
quire." 


The plan of bringing the suit has 


long been under consideration. It is 
claimed that all . the employes of the 
road ars praotieally compelled 
to 


identify themselves with the relief de- 
partment, although it is made'to. ap- 
pear that membership therein is.vol- 
untary.
